A method for making a semiconductor device comprising a semiconductor substrate 
having a lowered effective electrical resistivity, the method comprising: 

in a first surface, forming one or more well regions comprising dopants of one 
polarity; 

in the first surface and in said body regions, forming source regions of dopants of an 
opposite polarity, the source regions laterally spaced from each other; 
forming gate regions between the laterally spaced source regions; 

in a second surface opposite the first surface, forming a layer of dopants; 

removing material from the second surface to reduce the thickness of said substrate;
